The City of St. Louis Was Yes­ 
terday Afternoon. 


WIND, RAIN, HAIL, LIGHTNING 


A 8even-Yeui^>id Boy Stepped Into a 
Sewer Hole and Was Drowned 
—Extensive Damage.' 


St. liouis, Mo., May 5.—The series 
of rain and hail storms which swept 
over St. Louis last night did untold 
damage, flooding cellars and forcing 
sewerage Intxj hous^. 
Many houses 
were struck by lightning. The River 
des Peres overflowed its bank s and 
the mounted police rescued several 
families whose homes were complete­ 
ly surrounded by water. 
Of the more serious Faults of the 
storm the following may be mention­ 
ed:

WORD OF WARNING 


It Was Given to Strikers In 
Chicago Today. 


TROOPS MAY BE REQUESTED 


This is Certain to Be Done If the Po­ 
lice and Deputy Sheriffs Can­ 
not Suppress Rioting. 


Chicago, May 5.—Bluntly warned 
by Sheriff Barrett that troops would 
be ask ed for hy him if the police and 
deputy sheriffs together proved una­ 
ble to control violence, strik e sympa­ 
thizers were less In evidence today. 
Chief O'Neil issued a general order 
to arrest all persons following the po­ 
lice-guarded wagons. 
Brick s and baseball bats were used 
with blood-telling effect today in £ ^ar- 
born street, near Nineteenth, when a 
score of negro nonunion men, p rep ar­ 
ing to tak e out wagons, were attack ed 
by a mob of strik e sympathizers.

a bystander, whose h^ d 
was cut open with a baseball bat,

The police disbursed the mob after 
clubbing many men.

Swearing In 2000 Deputies. 
Chicago, May 5.—The situation has 
become so tense that Sheriff Barrett 
has stepped into the fray and begun 
■wearing in 2000 dep uties to assist in 
q uelling the disorder. He stoutly re­ 
fused, under any circumstances, 
to 
clothe union pick ets with the author­ 
ity to k ill. Strong political p ressure 
was p ut upon the sheriff to select his 
deputies from the rank s cff Idle union 
labor, but he flatly announced that he 
would not do so. 
Mayor Dunne resented the plan of 
the sheriff interfering and insisted his 
police were able to handle the situa­ 
tion. He made a personal inspection 
of the streets, driving about In a car­ 
riage, but his cmning was blazoned to 
the rioterC and, as might he exiiected, 
he failed to find any disorder. Mean­ 
while prominent business men hast­ 
ened to Springfield on a speciid train 
to urge Governor Deneen to send in 
troops. 
No More Negroes. 
Because of the fricGon caused by 
the presence of negroes, the employ­ 
ers have issued orders that no more 
negroes are to he hired 
as 
strik e 
break ers. Orders have been sent to 
agents everywhere to send In resolute 
white men and the Imported negroes 
will be transp orted 
back 
to Gieir 
homes. 
Commissioner General Sargent, of 
the bureau of immigration, and former 
head of the Brotherhood of Locomo­ 
tive Firemen, has been watching the 
progress of the strik e closely. 
He 
says it Is ill-advised and should never 
have been called, and predicts very 
serious trouble before it is settled. 
He said last night that the situation 
was extremely ugly. 
Sluggers Assault Women. 
Sluggers are now resorting to as­ 
saulting women. In a block ade of wag­ 
ons in the shopping district several 
women who were caught in the Jam 
were roughly treated before rescued. 
Indiscriminate slugging, shooGng and 
stabbing was rep orted hourly from 
various points yesterday. 
Nonunion 
men and men supposed to be In sym­ 
p athy with the employers were fol­ 
lowed by p ick ets to lonely spots and 
terribly b ^tro, in most cases being 
left for dead. 
Albert Young, former head of the 
teamsters, attemp ted to call a strik e 
on the Union tracGon lines. He was 
told that if he wished an Immediate 
clash with the federal government, 
which is receiver for the property, he 
could go ahead, but when this p hase 
of the matter 
was emphasized 
he 
withdrew. 
Signs of Weak ening.

WALKS 150 MILES. 


A Young Wife Did to Plead for 
Her Husband. 


HER STORY A PATHETIC ONE. 


Arrives in Jefferson City to Ask Gov. 
Foik to Grant Pardon for 
Young Man’s Release. 


Jefferson City, Mo., May 5.—Mrs. 
James E. McGuire, 16 years old, arriv­ 
ed In this city yesterday from Cedar 
county, having walk ed 150 miles to 
intercede with Governor Folk for the 
liberty of her 18-year-old husband, 
who is confined In the p enitentiary 
on a charge of horse stealing. 
McGuire was received at the peni­ 
tentiary last month, and is € xie of the 
youngest convicts in that li|sGtuGon. 
He was married to his yohng wife 
last June, and they lived happily to­ 
gether until the boy's father stole a 
horse, and the hoy being found driv­ 
ing the horse, was indicted and con­ 
victed with his father for stealing It 
The case Is an unusual one and has 
attracted the attention of the governor 
and the prison officials. 
Mrs. McGuire Is a brunette, of slight 
build, modest and^ retiring, but deter­ 
mined to secure her young husband's 
liberty, if persuasion can do it. 
‘T am an orphan,” she said, ”and 
have no friends or money, and Jim 
has nobody to tak e his p art, but I 
k now that Governor Folk will listen to 
me. 
had no money to pay my way, so 
I walked all the way, and Jim’s moth­ 
er came with me. We are tired, be­ 
cause it was a long walk , but it will 
pay us if we can tak e him home with

“For instance 
a cottage 
costing 
31000 five or six years ago cannot be 
duplicated In this year 
of our Lord, 
ISOS, for less than 
$1200 or $1300. 
Every item that enters into the con­ 
struction of the work ingman’s home 
ba* increase in cost from 10 to 30 
per cent and even more. Doors, win­ 
dow glass and some other articles 
necessary to the construction 
of

house 
have advanced nearly 
100 per 
cent. 
The furniture for Ibe modest 
little cottage when completed it will 
be quick ly learned is a gr^ t deal 
dearer than a few yeara aga 
The

toes, down to the tendons and bone, 
with the grim and unflinching deter­ 
mination of a stoic. 
He suffered terrible agony in nearly 
a half hour of this work, and was ex­ 
hausted at the close.

p romp tness and thoroughness of his 
self-p erformed op eration he rap idly 
recovered, and saved not only his life 
but also his leg and foot. 
Readers will p erhap s 
recall 
the 
case of Dr. B. Slocum, an army sur­ 
geon in India, who in 18 8 7 op erated 
up on himself for snake-bite. 
It ap ­ 
p ears that one night the doctor, on 
jump ing into bed, disturbed a snake 
w’hich was coiled 
up 
between the 
sheets. 
The 
creature 
immediately 
fastened on the great toe of the dis­ 
turber of its rest, and, though it was 
shaken off and Immediately killed, it 
left behind a small p uncture, w’bich 
the surgeon knew meant death unless 
p romp t 
and 
heroic measures were 
taken. 
Fortunately for himself. Dr. 
Slocum was a man of infinite nerve, 
and, quickly , getting out bis surgical 
instruments, he unhesitatingly sever­ 
ed the toe at the second joint, bound 
it up , and returned to bed. 
At the time of Dr. Slocum’s p er­ 
formance it was stated that only a 
fortnight p reviously an agriculturist 
named Senn, finding himself bitten 
in the thumb by a deadly cobra, bad 
calmly gone into the woodshed, laid 
his hand on the block, and with a 
stroke from an ax bad severed tbe 
bitten finger. 
That tbe man by bis 
p romp tness had saved bis life was 
p roven by the surgeon w'ho afterward 
examined him, and who stated that 
had he delay ed only 16 minutes noth­ 
ing could have saved him from a ter­ 
rible death. 
Dr. Westcott, of Plainflelds, N. J.. 
is p robably the only surgeon who has 
ever p erformed the op eration of skin- 
grafting up on his own body . In 18 97 
Dr. Westcott, who was then stop p ing 
in Philadelp hia, met with an accident 
in an elevator, whereby a strip of skin 
and flesh was tom off bis left leg. 
The wound was dressed, but for sev­ 
eral weeks it refused to heal, though 
the flesh closed in a little. 
At the 
end of three months 
skin-grafting 
was recommended, 
fh*. 
Westcott’s 
wife (he had been married only three 
y ears) imp lored that she might p ro­ 
vide the cuticle. At first her husband 
refused, but at last consmted, and 
after due deliberation he determined 
to p erform the skin-grafting himself.

Mrs. Rose C. Dewar, of St. Louis, 
whose employment agency supplied a 
large proportion of the strike b reak­ 
ers. arrived in the city yesterday, and 
took partial charge of her men.
